The Secretary of Defense has designated me as Area Commander 
to coordinate the fourteenth annual observance of Armed Forces Day 
in the Washington area. 


We are taking an entirely new approach to Armed Forces Day this 
year. In brief we are holding Open House at four installations in this 
area. These installations are Fort Belvoir, Navy Yard Annex, Andrews 
Air Force Base and the Marine Corps Schools, Quantico. This differs 
from previous years in that demonstrations and exhibits of the combined 
services were held at Andrews Air Force Base only. These Open Houses 
will be held on Saturday, 11 May 1963, between the hours of 1000 and 1600 
and will be open to the public. 

In addition, we have planned a Joint Armed Forces Review at the 
Washington Monument grounds on Sunday, 12 May 1963. This, I believe, 
will be an outstanding event. Each Service will be represented by a com- 
pany of Cadets and Regular Forces. The program will consist of pre- 
review entertainment starting at 1400 hours and the Joint Armed Forces 
Review starting promptly at 1600 hours. 

On behalf of the Armed Forces of this area, I have the honor of 
inviting you and your guests to visit the above installations and observe 
the Armed Forces Review.
